Possibly a man accustomed to 
the wild, hilarious career uil'ori'd by a 
country hotel may cavil at tho expres- 
sion in this connection, bnt it is because 
such a man does not nnUf-rstancl city 
ways. A year or two ago a well to do gen- 
tleman died in a Now York hotel. Tlo j 
had lived in the hostelry for yoarp, ,-aid ! 
yet not o soul—if I may use the word ! 
soul in speaking of a hotel corporation— ] 
knew him personally or anything about; 
him beyond tho fact that he paid his bills 
promptly and regularly. He chose to 
make no acquaintances and was satis- 
fied to appear to tho hotel managers as 
"No. 61, K.," or by whatever mirnber his 
room was designated. Tho hotel man- 
agement had changed several times, but 
he lived on there, a calm, unruffled ex- 
istence. 


As a guest auoh a man is a jewel, and , 
& 
nsmay reasonably bo supposed he was} 
not likely to bo harassed by unnecessary 
attentions. When ho died and it was 
found that he was a gentleman of inde- 
pendent fortune—tho newspapers, of 
course, making the discovery—some peo- 
ple marveled for a day or two and then 
forgot him. I recall the incident now 
only to illustrate that in a great city like 
this what appears to be the most public 
life may be in reality the most exclusive. 
There are plenty of men living hermit 
lives in New York hotels—as much so as 
if they occupied n poor hovel in the soli- 
tary fastnesses of the wilderness.

Life holds no morn inviting cup for them 
than that offered by the hotel corridor. 
They have exhausted what men call 
pleasure or are beyond the uge of phys- I 
ical enjoyment, with no reserve capacity 
for mental pleasure. To a man of some 
temperaments such n life would be a liv- 
ing death.--Nev,' York Cor.

The St. Louis Republic, which is iin 


able and persistent advocate of the 
silver cause, contends that the mere 
repeal of the Sherman act cannot give 
reliuf to the business. If the currency 
is tc be kept on a gold basis, and silver 
is not paid out on treasury certificates, 
nor on greenbacks, the pressure on the 
treasury can be renewed at any time it 
is the pleasure of half a dozen great 
capitalists in New York and London. 
The power this policy gives a few men 
is enormous, as by controlling a com- 
paratively small part of u (-mull gold 
supply they can create a stringency in 
a nation of 65,000,000 people, and force 
thousands of honorable aiid 
useful 


men to the edge of bankruptcy, if not 
over it. That is the insuperable objec- 
tion to the gold basis. 


The Republic argues that there is no 


safe currency except one which will 
regulate itself naturally and which can 
not be suddenly expanded or contracted 
The only way of securing such a cur 
rency is by the free coinage of both 
silver and gold without mint charge or 
discrimination ugauvt "itber metal. 
This is the currency demanded by the 
Democratic national platform and the 
Kepiililic says.: "This is the currency 
on whi< h the Democratic party will in> 
aist, without abatement or compro 
raise." 


That the J\rptt/ilt<. is right as to the 


effect of the repeal of the Sherman 
law and of the power which the policy 
of keeping the currency on a gold basis 
gives a few large capitalists, there is uo 
doubt. That the only way of securing 
a safe currency IH by coining gold and 
silver on unequal!!} is also true, though 
believers in flat or irredeemable paper 
money may dispute it. 
That the na- 


tional Democratic platform declares for 
such money is also a fact, but the as- 
sertion of the liepiililif that the Demo- 
cratic party \vill insist on such cur- 
rency, remains to be demonstrated 
The administration elected on that 
platform does not abide by it 
It dis- 


criminates against silver by not pay- 
ing it out of the treasury for notes 
that are redeemable in silver, and it 
suspends the coinage o[ the metal in 
the United States, therefore its policy 
is not in accord with the national plat- 
torm. 


The Ktpiihln is aware that every Dem- 


ocratic leader in the oast, with the pos- 
sible exception of Senator Hill of New 


V ork, endorses the financial policy of 
the administration, and the white uingfe 
of the silver s-tutoM, who expect to be 
rewarded v.ith oOice for doing all in 
their power to give the electoral votes 
of thoJti states to Harrison, will not 
say aught against it, lest it might les- 
sen their chances of getting federal po- 
sitions. It must lie then, if the Kepitli- 
IK'.I as'-ertiou is i orrcct, the Deinociatb 
of the south and west, who are not 
seeking olUue, who will insist on the 
Ireo coinage ot --ih T and gold, without 
mint charge or discrimination against 
(ither nif>tal

part mronitructiiwtl.e road. Now the 
citizens of Denver, who are much more 
enter>.riMii« than those of San Fran- 
c.j-co, a-o di-riiMMu.c a proposition to 
buil'l a Hhort line load from that city 
to the Pacific coast. The chamber of 
commono i-t coii'-idormg tho project 
and if it decides to give financial aid 
to the enterprise tho road will doubt- 
levh ie l>uilt. The Xtim says it is of

The proposition to build a short line

Embezzler Flood Convicted.—Evans 


and Sontag. 


MIKE 
TOVEY KIL.LEI> 


By n Lone Highwayman, Who Attempt* 


to Bob a Stage. 


Special to the JOURNAL.) 


JACKSON, Cal., June 15 —An attempt 


was made to rob the mail stage on the 
way from lone to Jackson about 5 
o'clock this evening by a lone highway' 
man at the foot of the Morrow grade, 
about four miles from here. The stage 
had four passengers inside, two ladies, 
and one on the outside besides the 
driver, 
Clint Radeliffe, and Wells, 


Fargo's guard Michael Tovey, who sat 
on the boot by the driver. 
The point 


selected for the crime was the identical 
spot where some five months ago the 
same guard, when walking ahead of the 
stage, found the way barricaded by a 
strand of barbed wire cut from along- 
side the road and stretched across the 
roadway. On the present occasion the 
robber was concealed behind the rocks 
on the right side of the road. He wore 
no mask except that his face was 
blackened. 


The driver says no word to halt was 


given, but some of the passengers say 
they heard a call. When opposite the 
place of concealment without the least 
intimation of the bloody work about to 
be consummated, the discharge of a 
weapon was heard and Tovey instantly 
fell forward off his seat dead. Rad- 
cliffo grasped him by one hand as he 
was falling and guided him to the boot, 
thereby saving him from falling into 
the roadway. The ball struck Tovey 
behind the right shoulder and is sup- 
posed to have pierced his heart. 


Six horses were attached to the stage 


and the crack of the rifle frightened 
them into a gallop. The robber, seeing 
that he was likely to be foiled in his 
design to capture the booty, fired again. 
This time the ball grazed Badchffe's 
back, producing a slight flesh wound. 
Still the horses continued to run and 
thn highwayman, now fatanding in full 
view of the road, flred twice agaiu at 
the horses, wounding one each time. 
Tho stage was swept along by the im- 
petus of the uninjured horses for two 
or three hundred yards, when the 
driver halted and turned the two in- 
jured animals loose and came on 
bringing the body of the murdered 
messenger into Jackson, reaching here 
about 7 o'clock. The robber made no 
effort to follow the satge to its halting 
place 


Tho double-barreled 
bhotgnu be- 


longing to the messenger was kept on 
board, and this fact probably deterred 
the assassin from following up his 
scheme. Besides his firing wab heard 
by several farmers working in a hay- 
fleld near by and they oame running 
up to ascertain the cauho. 


The highwayman escaped into the 


thick brush on the south side of the 
road, making toward Sunny Creek. He 
is described as a short man about 5V, 
feet tall 


There was teasure on board the stage 


both for Amador city and Jackson. It 
is remembered that when wire was 
strung across the road on the previous 
occasion there was considerable coin 
on board bound for Amador city to pay 
off the employes of a mine there. 


Tovey, the victim of the tragedy, is a 


single man between forty and fifty 
years of age. He has been a messenger 
for Wells, Fargo for twenty years. He 
has been wounded three times before 
by road agents. He has been a messen- 
ger on the lone road for six years. 
There is much excitement over the 
affair. 
Sheriff Gregory 
and posse 


started at once in pursuit on hearing 
of the tragedy. 


THE FLOOD CASK. 


The Defendant Is Found (.ullty liy n 


Jury.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 15.—The case of 


John W. Flood, ex-cashier of the Dona- 
hue-Kelly bank of San Francisco, which 
has been on trial in Judge SeawelTs 
court, was submitted to the jury to- 
day. 
The defense offered no testi- 


mony, and the judge in charging the 
jury said they must be satisfied beyond 
reasonable doubt that defendant com- 
mitted (/he crime for which he was in- 
dicted on or before April 4,1893. It 
would not be conclusive proof of de- 
fendant's guilt that there was a short- 
age in the funds of the banking com- 
pany. The evidence must show that 
the $164,000, >hich the defendant is ac- 
cused of embezzling, or some part 
thereof was appropriated by defendant 
on or before April 4th. The jury must 
be satisfied that he, the defendant, and 
no other person had taken the money. 


The jury retired at 10:40 A. M. to 


deliberate upon a verdict, and in the 
afternoon found defendant guilty. 


Flood, who has been at liberty on 


bail since his arrest some weeks ago, 
was ordered into the custody of the 
sheriff, and will be sentenced in a week. 


THE LIZZIE BORDEN TRIAL. 


The Prosecution Closes and the Defense 


Begins.

NEW BEDFORD, Mass., June 15.—The

The witnesses to-day were druggists 


who testified as to the use of prussic 
acid, which acid defendant said she 
purchased for the purpose of cleaning 
furs.

the case for the defense. He said they 
would show the previous spotless char- 
acter of the prisoner and the absence 
of an intent, purpose or opportunity to 
murder her parents. The defense would 
also show that there were others about 
the house on the day of the murder, 
and that there were people in the barn 
and all over it before it was examined 


During the opening the prisoner sat 


with her face buried in her handker- 
chief, crying. 


Martha Chagnon testified that about 


11 o'clock the night preceding Lthe 
murder she heard a noise like pounding 
on the Borden fence. 


Chas. Qifford and Uriah Kirby both 


swore to having seen a strange man 
near the Borden residence at the same 
hour. 


Mark Chase swore he saw a buggy 


standing in front of the Borden house 
at 11 o'clock the morning 
of the 


murder. In it was a man he had never 
seen before or since. 


Dr. Handy testified that on the morn- 


ing of the murder he saw in the neigh- 
borhood a medium sized young man, 
very pale and acting strangely. 


Mrs. Hart testified to the same effect. 
Walter P. Stevens swore he went 


into the barn the morning of the 
murder and heard 
people walking 


about in the upper part. This con- 
tradicts Officer Medley's testimony. 


After some other testimony the jury 


retired while counsel argued the ad- 
missability of the evidence of Joseph 
L. May, who found a man covered with 
blood near a brook on August 16th, who 
talked about the Borden murde>. The 
question was reserved until morning, 
and the court adjourned.

Bishop Andrews comes of good lin- 


eage. On his molher's side he comes 
from the sturdy stock of which the 
Friends are composed. His father waf> 
a cotton manufacturer of Utica and 
Troy, N. Y. His uncle has been chief 
justice of Michigan. One of his broth- 
ers has long been a judge of the Court 
of Appeals in Now York. He is one of 
a family of ten children—five boys und 
five girls. Like nearly all of the prom- 
inent men of the church, ministerial 
and lay, he was converted when very 
young, and became a member of the 
church at ten years of age. He began 
his ministprial career in Ihe Central 
New York Conference. In 1854 he be- 
came teacher at Cazenovia and in 1856 
he was made principal. 
From this 


time until 1804, when he re-entered the 
pastorate, he was engaged in educa- 
tional work, .particularly at the Oneida 
Conference Seminary, In 1872 he was 
elected bishop. The honor thus con- 
ferred upon him is more striking from 
the fact that for thirty years he was the 
only man chosen from the pastorate 
into episcopacy. The wisdom of such 
election has been fully justified by the 
brotherly, impartial and able manner 
in which he fulfills his office as bishop.
